It is clear then that water is a certain 
remedy against them. If therefore an ac- 
queduct furnished an abundance of water 
in every part of the city, every man who 
wished to be free from the annoyance of 
fleas, would have only to wet down the dust 
about his premises frequently and have his 
roems swept often and thoroughly, and the 
work would be done. From what we have 
seen of the various modes of living in Cali- 
fornia for three years, we are led confidently 
to believe that an abundance of water well 
applied about ones premises, while brooms 
are well used, will prove a perfect antidote 
to fleas, 

4. In the dry season our city presents a 
very parched and arid appearance, Even 
the grounds about our residences are barren 
and forbidding. We can neither have flow- 
ers nor foliage nor any thing green and invi- 
ting to adorn our houses, for want of water. 
Our climate is everything we could desire, 
but we cannot properly enjoy it while fora 
greater part of every year, the grounds 
throughout the city present a scene of en- 
tire barrenness. 

Nothing is wanted asa remedy for this 
but water. With an abundance of water 
our city might be made literally to fulfil the 
prophecy: “The desert shall rejoice and 
blossom as the rose,” 

At present it seems like a strange freak of 
commerce to choose such a site as this as 
the seat of her main operations in the Pacif- 
ec! A place of winds and drifting sands. 
But when we look again, we see some things 
that look as if it was intended for this very 
purpose. There is the gently sloping beach 
covered by its shallow water, and here are 
‘the huge dritts of sand brought along by the 
winds, and piled up adjacent to these very 
flats, where they are wanted to fill in, and 
make available the water-lots, at the same 
time by their removal froin their present lo- 
calities, leaving other valuable building 
sites. And just fur enough from the city to 
be secure from encroachment, springs of 
fresh water gush up from the bottom of a 
ravine, and form a little lake, ready to pour 
its perennial streams through channels 
which art may casily form, to supply the 
wants of this same city. 

Should this water be introduced, what a 
change inight be wrought in the aspeet of 
our city. These vallies might be filled with 
beautiful residences surrounded with flow- 
ers and verdure. By one half the care and 
assiduous cultivation bestowed on house- 
plants in dwellings at the east, never fa- 
ding verdure might adorn the grounds about 
our houses in this climate. Our sloping 
hills might be terraced and adorned with 
cottages, surrounded by shrubbery and 
flowers. What unthought of changes might 
an abundanoe of pure wholesome water work 
out, for San Francisco, in a few years. Ty 
might become attractive, instead of being 
repulsive. A plentiful supply of water 
would remove all the main objections to the 
comfort of a residence here, and weuld 
bring with it many and great advantages 
For what price is it supposed, that New York 
or Philadelphia, or Boston, could be hired to 
give up their supplies of water? What 
consideration could be offered then as an 
induceinent to let those supplies be with- 
drawn a single year!’ Nay, it would be 
hard to name a price for which they would 
dispense with ther for a single day! 

And the onty reason why we are no more 
awake to hasten the introduction of water 
into San Francisco is, that we have not ex- 
perienced its advantages, and therefore, in 
our haste, do not stop to appreciate what 
and how great they would be. 

If we regard the health of our city—if we 
have learned rightly to value security 
against the horrors of conflagration—if we 
wish to rid ourselves of the annoyances and 
discomforts incident to our long dry season 
—if we wish to adorn and beautify our city 
with taste, elegance and refinement, and 
make it worthy of the age in which itis 
built, we cannot be indifferent to the speedy 
introduction of water.

For they 
who would disparage California will point 
to this action, and refusal of Chrislain rites, 
as proof of our degeneracy, recklessness, 
and semi-barbarism. But, let it be remem- 
bered, that the body has many noble men 
in it, who.are pained at this—that private 
fzelings influenced some in their opposition, 
who are not opposed to such services as 
those which a chaplain renders—per se—and 
that the majority is but small on the wrong 
side—seven, or ten. 


On a2 moral question, such a defeat is the 

presage of future victory for the right. ° It 
If not, this 
House. of Assembly is to. have successors, 
and hope will come with them. Indeed, I 
am not sure that such a defeat is not better, 
on the whole, than a balf-way victory. For 
the triumph will be more decided when it 
comes—as it surely will come. This oppo- 
sition will excite attention—and attention is 
what alone is wanting, if it be in season. 
Many a good man who respects Christian 
ordinances will look more closely, for this, 
at the character of a candidate for the Leg- 
islature. In the elections of another year, 
votes will be influenced by such proceed- 
ings as have been had. Your paper can do 
something in the premises, Let your read- 
ers have party men if they like—but let 
them be sure to vote for such as respect 
Christianity. 
Just after the above was penned yester- 
day, the subject of a chaplain, or chaplains, 
came up again, on motion of Mr. Kenny, (or 
Canney.) and a droll scene followed. Ca- 
tholicism, Mormonism, and Protestantism, 
were discussed at some length. Some Theo- 
logical learning was displayed, and a good 
deal of ignorance of Theology made mani- 
fest. 

A notion to lay the resolution on the ta- 
ble failed by a small majority. Members 
were not yet through with making speeches, 
and making merry. After more than an 
hour had gone by, the motion to lay on the 
table prevailed by a smaller vote than ever; 
Ido not know the precise number. 

Well, this is something gained ; for mem- 
bers are gaining their good humor, and 
some are voting right who did not do so be- 
fore. And they have got to discussing the 
matter. Free discussien is good. The vic- 
tory has almost come. We should not be 
surprised if the Hlouse were to have a chap- 
lain in less than a fortnight. It would cer- 
tainly be so but for the reluctance with 
which men retract a wrong of this sort, and 
retrace their steps.

Praverrut Reso.ution.—After the refusal
